Mr. Michael Zoladz 
passes away 

Mr. Michael Zoladz. HHS woods teacher since 1980, passed 
away Monday. May 8. 2006. after a two and a half month battle with 
brain cancer. Mr. Zoladz was diagnosed with the illness the last week of 
February, which was also his last week teaching at HHS. His survivors 
include his sons. Seniors Christopher and Shaun Zoladz; and his wife of 
24 years. Mrs. Randa Zoladz. 

Mr. Zoladz was a lifelong Hobart area resident, having 
graduated from River Forest High School in 1976 and Ball State 
University in 1980. He received his bachelor of science degree in 
industrial arts from BSU. and then went on to receive his master's degree 
from Indiana University Northwest. He also received his state certifica- 
tion in industrial technology and his vocational license in furniture and 
cabinet making. 

A celebration of Mr. Zoladz' s life was held Saturday. May 20, in 
the HHS auditorium. Hundreds of people attended the two-hour service, 
which included memories from administrators, teachers, relatives, and 
friends. 

“In my experience. Mr. Zoladz was always the voice of reason. 
After everyone else had his or her say on a matter, and the atmosphere 
became rather heated or confrontational, he would say a few calming 
words that seemed to defuse the situation. He didn't talk much, but when 
he spoke, we tended to listen," said Mrs. Vera Cory. 

“I took a woodworking class that was taught by Mr. Z. He 
helped me make a cabinet for my bathroom. It was great fun. and 1 
learned a great deal about woodworking. 1 will cherish that cabinet and 
the time spent working with Mr. Z always." said Mrs. Alice Cope. 

"The thing that I admired about Mr. Z the most was his ability 
to speak volumes without saying a word. He never had to verbally say he 
was a Christian. The way he lived his daily life spoke ‘I am a Christian' 
to every heart he came in contact with. He never had a negative word to 
say about anything or anyone. He had a true passion for loving people, 
no matter the circumstances they may be facing," said Mrs. Tiffeni 
Taylor. 

"The kids loved him. The fact was never more evident than it 
was during his illness. The outpouring of love they extended to him was 
heartwarming. Even in his own trials and illness, he was concerned about 
them. He continued to counsel them to do their best and to be good 
citizens and to accomplish their dreams. The students were touched by 
his love for them."said Mrs. Barbara Shinovich.

With 41 years of teaching altogether 

After 34 years at HHS, Mr. Robert Graham retires 


Mr. Robert Graham, Business Law, Busi- 
ness Math, Accounting, Computer Applications 
and Business Foundations teacher, retired in June 
after 4 1 years of teaching. 

Mr. Graham began teaching at Liberty 
Township High School in 1965, after graduating 
from Ball State University with a bachelor of 
science degree in education. He taught at Liberty 
for three years before moving on to Morgan 
Township High School, where he stayed for four 
years. Then he came to HHS where he taught for 
34 years. 

Mr. Graham stated that at first he wanted to 
become a teacher only to become a coach for 
basketball, but then later, he wanted to teach in 
hopes that he would give students the tools to 
make good decisions with their money. While at 
HHS, Mr. Graham also sponsored Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes (FCA) and Key Club, and 
coached basketball. 

“The worst time teaching that I’ve had 
would be when students exhibited horrible 
attitudes and work ethics. The best times I’ve had 
are teaching Business Law, Accounting, and 
Business Foundations,” Mr. Graham said. 

He stated that the respect, language, and 


work ethics of students have deteriorated greatly 
since he began teaching, but that looking back, he 
explained that there is no other profession he 
would have rather done. “God gave me the talent, 
ability, and desire to teach.” 

He also noted that Business Law was his 
favorite class to teach, and that the mock trial in 
the Business Law class in 2003 was one of his 
favorite memories. “The lawyers in the mock trial 
were awesome!” 

When asked why he decided to retire this 
year, Mr. Graham stated, “Forty-one years is a 
long time, and I’m tired of grading papers.” He 
also commented that after colon cancer surgery 
earlier this school year, he experienced a physical 
wake up call. 

Over the years, technology has been the one 
thing that Mr. Graham thinks has changed the most 
since he began teaching. Also, in order to become 
a good teacher, he said, “You must be a teacher, 
disciplinarian, and an entertainer.” 

Mr. Graham explained that he would miss 
the faculty, leadership staff, and 95 per cent of the 
student body. “My 41 years of teaching have been 
great. The memories and relationships will never 
be forgotten. I pray that I have made a difference.”
